A ballot 
clerk may inform the elector of the proper manner for marking a ballot, but he shall not in any 
manner advise or indicate for whom to vote. 


At a nonpartisan primary, the elector sh-jll place a cross or other mark in the square at the 


right of the candidate's name for each office for whom he intends to vote, or insert or write in 
the name of his choice for a candidate. 


The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the elector spoils a ballot, he shall 


return it to an election official who shall issue another in its place, but not more than 3 ballots 
shall be issued to any one elector. Not more than 5 minutes' time shall be allowed to mark the 
ballot. Unofficial ballots or a memorandum to assist the elector in marking his ballot may be 
taken into the booth and copied. The sample ballot shall not be shown to anyone so as to reveal 
how the ballot is marked. 


After the official ballot is marked, it shall be folded so the inside marks do not show but so 


the printed indorsements and ballot clerks' initials on the outside do show. After folding the bal- 
lot, the elector shall leave the booth, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, 
hand him the ballot to be placed in the ballot box, and leave the polling place promptly. 


An elector may be assisted by 2 election officials of different political parties in marking 


the ballot if he declares to the presiding official that he is unable to read or that due to physical 
disability he is unable to mark his ballot. If an elector declares that he is visually handicapped, 
he may have anyone assist him in marking his ballot or operating a voting machine. The pre- 
siding official may administer an oath as to a person's disability.

Fair Trial - Free Press (Confd) 


Once again, the issue of Fair Trial vs. 


Free Press has become a controversy. The 
American Bar Association is considering 
instituting guidelines which would give 
lawyers, police and judges czaristic powers 
to clamp down on news media when it is 
their belief that release of particular 
information to the public will prejudice the 
accused man's right to a fair trial. 


Specifically, what the ABA is saying is 


that no set of jurors can be impartial — no 
matter how well-intentioned they might be 
•— if the press uses its own constitutional 
right to inform the public. Jurors, the 
argument goes, will be unable to ferret out 
what they read in the newspapers when the 
time comes for them to decide what the 
real facts of a given case are. 


No one in the field of journalism would 


dare say that perhaps the rights of the 
accused, as guaranteed 
in the 
Sixth 


Amendment, aren't so important after all. 
But neither will anyone say that the rights 
of the press, as guaranteed in the First 
Amendment, should be violated a little in 
order to insure a fair trial for an accused 
man. The goal is to let both sides win: the 
picture must be painted black and white at 
the same time. 


We would not disagree with the ABA's 


action if it were merely a crackdown on the 
irresponsible press. We prefer to think we 
do not belong to that style of journalistic 
reporting which prints first that which 
makes a good story and second that which 
has a constructive purpose. If we are 
irresponsible, we deserve to have someone 
crack down on us. 


The Post-Crescent complies with a set of 


guidelines written by a special committee 
of the Wisconsin Daily Newspaper League. 
The' guidelines state it is the duty of the 
press to print fairly all the news the public 
is entitled to know, without regard to 
consequences which may innocently follow. 
Since the sole reason for publishing stories 
of the type the ABA disapproves is the 
"public interest," it is understood by The 
Post-Crescent and other newspapers sub- 
scribing to the guidelines that the papers 
must ascertain in each individual case how 
much the public's interest is involved. 


This gives the press a free hand to make 


its own judgments regarding news stories, 
something which the bar is attempting to 
restrict. Again, if the press is irresponsible, 
restrictions can be more easily condoned. 
We do not fall into that category. 


Guideline No. 5 of the Wisconsin Daily 


Newspaper League's guides is applicable to 
the present controversy, as it deals with the 
jury — the body which, through irrespon- 
sible journalism, can most prejudice the 
defendant's rights. The guideline reads: 


5. The press is aware that newspaper 


readers are potential jurors. The press be- 
lieves in integrity of the jury system, which 
presupposes that jurors will render their 
judgments on guilt or innocence on the 
basis only of evidence submitted to them in 
court. Information published in advance of 
trial is for the purpose of fulfilling 
the

their commercial 
transport competitors 


probably know by their pioneering rules 
against tipping by those who are served by 
them. But they have stood nearly alone, 
among the important segments of the 
travel and tourist industry of this land and 
abroad in their farsighted and considerate 
rule that their employes will be compen- 
sated adequately without the undignified 
solicitation of gratuities. 


But now comes one of the principal 


passenger ship lines with the announce- 


press' responsibility to its reading pubhc. 
and such information will not be published 
with any intent to 
prejudice 
the 
case 


against any defendant. 


If the bar association had its way, 


newspaper accounts of legal proceedings 
would be merely history, written grammat- 
ically, in the past absolute tense. The 
newspapers could not print certain informa- 
tion about police investigations: could not 
print the accused man's prior criminal 
record; could not print that the man had 
confessed; could not print that blood had 
been found on the defendant's clothes; 
could not print "any statements" a judge 
might make which could preclude a fair 
trial; could not print anything a lawyer in 
the case might say regarding the guilt or 
innocence of the defendant. None of this 
could be said until the case had reached its 
legal conclusion — i.e., until the man either 
had been freed or until his sentence had 
been executed. 


If these rules were placed on the 


newspapers' coverage of crime, there no 
doubt would be some of the effects the 
ABA hopes: legally unbiased jurors would 
be in greater abundance. But it is not too 
far from these rules to another set of rules 
which includes a prohibition to publish that 
charges had been filed against an accused, 
or that a man had been accused, or even 
that a crime had been committed. These 
also might prejudice a jury in a light 
unfavorable to the ABA. If a potential juror 
enters the courtroom with the notion that a 
heinous crime had been committed, irre- 
spective of the defendant's involvement 
with it, that potential juror is biased. His 
very family upbringing has taught him to 
abhor violence and crime, so his attitude 
against the accused man already has been 
colored. 


Clearly, this reasoning is subject to 


ridicule. But only by protecting the age- 
honored rights it now possesses can the 
press carry out its responsibility to the 
public, a responsibility concurrent with the 
duty of the law enforcement and legal 
professions to provide a fair trial for an 
accused man. 


All future court rulings aside, The Post- 


Crescent has no intention of 
following 


any dictatorial guidelines which the Ameri- 
can Bar Association might establish for the 
conduct of police, attorneys and judges. We 
have our own guidelines, will rigidly and 
religiously adhere to them and will even 
become snooty when someone tells us how 
to run our business. The ABA may have 
nothing but the highest motives for its 
attempted crackdown on the press. But the 
press is capable of cracking down on itself 
and for the same high motives, plus 
another one. We want to preserve the right 
of the individual to a fair trial and we will 
go to any lengths to see that this right is 
not infringed upon . . . to any lengths, that 
is, except violate the sanctity of another 
person's rights. We want to keep the right 
to say. after a piercing study of the likely 
consequences. "This story must be print- 
ed."

gratefully return to providing a gratuity 
according to its original purpose — for 
service of exceptional quality or beyond 
literal requirements.

Fair Trial - Free Press (Confd) 


Once again, the issue of Fair Trial vs. 


Free Press has become a controversy. The 
American Bar Association is considering 
instituting guidelines which would give 
lawyers, police and judges czaristic powers 
to clamp down on news media when it is 
their belief that release of particular 
information to the public will prejudice the 
accused man's right to a fair trial. 


Specifically, what the ABA is saying is 


that no set of jurors can be impartial — no 
matter how well-intentioned they might be 
— if the press uses its own constitutional 
right to inform the public. Jurors, the 
argument goes, will be unable to ferret out 
what they read in the newspapers when the 
time comes for them to decide what the 
real facts of a given case are. 


No one in the field of journalism would 


dare say that perhaps the rights of the 
accused, as guaranteed 
in the 
Sixth 


Amendment, aren't so important after all. 
But neither will anyone say that the rights 
of the press, as guaranteed in the First 
Amendment, should be violated a little in 
order to insure a fair trial for an accused 
man. The goal is to let both sides win: the 
picture must be painted black and white at 
the same time. 


We would not disagree with the ABA's 


action if it were merely a crackdown on the 
irresponsible press. We prefer to think we 
do not belong to that style of journalistic 
reporting which prints first that which 
makes a good story and second that which 
has a constructive purpose. If we are 
irresponsible, we deserve to have someone 
crack down on us. 


The Post-Crescent complies with a set of 


guidelines written by a special committee 
of the Wisconsin Daily Newspaper League. 
The. guidelines state it is the duty of the 
press to print fairly all the news the public 
is entitled to know, without regard to 
consequences which may innocently follow. 
Since the sole reason for publishing stories 
of the type the ABA disapproves is the 
"public interest," it is understood by The 
Post-Crescent and other newspapers sub- 
scribing to the guidelines that the papers 
must ascertain in each individual case how 
much the public's interest is involved. 


This gives the press a free hand to make 


its own judgments regarding news stories, 
something which the bar is attempting to 
restrict. Again, if the press is irresponsible, 
restrictions can be more easily condoned. 
We do not fall into that category. 


Guideline No. 5 of the Wisconsin Daily 


Newspaper League's guides is applicable to 
the present controversy, as it deals with the 
jury — the body which, through irrespon- 
sible journalism, can most prejudice the 
defendant's rights. The guideline reads: 


5. The press is aware that newspaper 


readers are potential jurors. The press be- 
lieves in integrity of the jury system, which 
presupposes that jurors will render their 
judgments on guilt or innocence on the 
basis only of evidence submitted to them in 
court. Information published in advance of 
trial is for the purpose of fulfilling 
the 


Closing the Palm 


One of the worst of the irritations of the 


traveller, as far as we are concerned, is the 
numbers of outstretched palms encoun- 
tered everywhere, not the palms extended 
in greeting, but grasping for gratuities, or 
"tips," as they are known in less formal 
language. 


Perhaps the frequent

and relaxation, while it has become a 
measurable item of expenditure on the 
business travel voucher. 


The airlines have won more appreci- 


ation of the American public than some of 
their commercial transport competitors 
probably know by their pioneering rules 
against tipping by those who are served by 
them. But they have stood nearly alone, 
among the important segments of the 
travel and tourist industry of this land and 
abroad in their farsighted and considerate 
rule that their employes will be compen- 
sated adequately without the undignified 
solicitation of gratuities. 


But now comes one of the principal 


passenger ship lines with the announce- 


prcss' responsibility to its reading pubhc. 
and such information will not be published 
with any intent to 
prejudice 
the 
case 


against any defendant. 


If the bar association had its way, 


newspaper accounts of legal proceedings 
would be merely history, written grammat- 
ically, in the past absolute tense. The 
newspapers could not print certain informa- 
tion about police investigations: could not 
print the accused man's prior 
criminal 


record; could not print that the man had 
confessed; could not print that blood had 
been found on the defendant's clothes; 
could not print "any statements" a judge 
might make which could preclude a fair 
trial; could not print anything a lawyer in 
the case might say regarding the guilt or 
innocence of the defendant. None of this 
could be said until the case had reached its 
legal conclusion — i.e., until the man either 
had been freed or until his sentence had 
been executed. 


If these rules were placed on the 


newspapers' coverage of crime, there no 
doubt would be some of the effects the 
ABA hopes; legally unbiased jurors would 
be in greater abundance. But it is not too 
far from these rules to another set of rules 
which includes a prohibition to publish that 
charges had been filed against an accused, 
or that a man had been accused, or even 
that a crime had been committed. These 
also might prejudice a jury in a light 
unfavorable to the ABA. If a potential juror 
enters the courtroom with the notion that a 
heinous crime had been committed, irre- 
spective of the defendant's involvement 
with it, that potential juror is biased. His 
very family upbringing has taught him to 
abhor violence and crime, so his attitude 
against the accused man already has been 
colored. 


Clearly, this reasoning is subject to 


ridicule. But only by protecting the age- 
honored rights it now possesses can the 
press carry out its responsibility to the 
public, a responsibility concurrent with the 
duty of the law enforcement and legal 
professions to provide a fair trial for an 
accused man. 


All future court rulings aside, The Post- 


Crescent has no intention of 
following 


any dictatorial guidelines which the Ameri- 
can Bar Association might establish for the 
conduct of police, attorneys and judges. We 
have our own guidelines, will rigidly and 
religiously adhere to them and will even 
become snooty when someone tells us how 
to run our business. The ABA may have 
nothing but the highest motives for its 
attempted crackdown on the press. But the 
press is capable of cracking down on itself 
and for the same high motives, plus 
another one. We want to preserve the right 
of the individual to a fair trial and we will 
go to any lengths to see that this right is 
not infringed upon . . . to any lengths, that 
is, except violate the sanctity of another 
person's rights. We want to keep the right 
to say, after a piercing study of the likely 
consequences. "This story must be print- 
ed."
